REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 -2 
and 4-8 as whole are allowed over the prior art of record. The hydrophilic polymer 
content of the membrane in the outer surface (support surface), in combination with the 
degree of hydrophilic polymer leakage, and average of hole area, recited in claim 1 , is 
not disclosed in Kawata et al. The Examiner agrees with applicant's remarks of 
2/29/08, page 2, second paragraph, which distinguishes the amended claim from the 
prior art of record. 

Copending applications 10/559,544, 10/582,052, 10/599,128, 10/559,167, and other 
copending application were reviewed for determining double patenting. The claims 
differ from the present application, which is narrower in terms of membrane structure 
and properties.
